Port of Corfa, March 3, 1799, on board of the 
Russian shipof war the Saint Paul, command- 
ed by Vice Admiral Uchakoii. 

MY LORD, . 

T nave the honour to inform your Lordhhip, that 
on the. 1f inftant an attack was made by the uniced, 
Turkith and Ruffian forces’ on the ifland fituated in 
this port, called Lo Scoglio di Vide, and by the 
French, L’Iile de la Paix. After a very brifk fire of 
abcut two hours and a half from the thips cf war, the 
troops were landed, and the faid ifland was captured. 
Aa attack was made at the fame time on the outworks 
of the town, and Fort St Salvador was taken by the 
Ruffian and Torkith troops, and the French themfelves 
evacuated another outwark called Il Monti di Abram. 

On the morning of the.2d, a flag of truce was fent 
of by the Freach Commander of the: garrifon of che 
town of Corfe tothe Ruffian Vice-Admiral, for the 

fe of informing him of the with of the garrifon to 
capitulate ; a Rufian officer was therefore fent to the 
town with the propofitions of the Ruflian and Turkith 
Commanders, and they were accepted of with little va- 
riation. . 

The capitulation of the garrifon, of which I have the 
honour'to inclofe’a copy, was figned this afternoon, on 
board of the Roflian Vice-Admiral’s fhip.

PSE RS RE 
LOWER TWEEDSIDE REPORT or AGRICULTURE, 
FOR THE MONTH OF MARCH. ‘ 


The weight of snow which overspread this district melted 
gradually away during the month of February, without injury 
to the land. ‘his favourable beginning lasted to the middle 
of March, and by a continuance of keen drying easterly winds 
Aolerably pulverized the soil,'and brought the sowing of pease, 
beans, and oats to considerable forwardness; sprinklings of 
snow, however, occassionally intervening, seeming a prelude 
to sqme unfavourable chanké of weather. The threatened 
change soon afterwards took place by a continued fall of snow 
nearly for three days, which still lies even in the low lands, 
and has for the time compelled the farmer to betake himself 
to leading of dung, stirring of barley and turnip fallows, or 
guch like works, in place of the more’ urgent and seasonable 
labours of seed. 

This blast came very: unopportune in the throng of the 
lambing season, and threatened much mischief to the young, 
many of whom were dropping among the snow. A continual 
attention has as yet prevented their perishing in more than 
ordinary numbers, and we hope the storm may pass away so 
as to prevent any unusual mortality. ; 

Ag during this whole month it would have been difficult to 
single out more than one vegetating day, there is not, even 
upon the last year’s sown grasses, or in the most favourable 
aspects, the smallest appearance of spring. The earliest sown 
wheat does not at this moment please the eye so much, in 
liveliness of verdure, strength or closeness of plant, as in No- 
vember; although it may still gather to.a full crop at the ap- 
proaching season, when it w if] naturally steal out. 

The rigorous weather has saved the turnips beyond our ex- 
pectation. Some, indeed, have retted in the root, owing to 
the sudden and violent changes, but not one by growth. A 
scarcity of that food begins to be gencra ly felt, and no prospect 
of any other in its place. ‘This not only will affect the condi- 
tion of cattle, but will also overstock the market. Were it not 
for that circumstance, corn, cattle, and sheep, promised advans 
cing»prices;. owing, among other general reasons, to the de- 
struction of stock in Ireland, and’ the renewal of war abroad, 
which must lessen, if not altogether suspend, continental sup- 
plies.
